York, April 15.—News of the 
terrible loss of life the 
Sinking of the Titanic was limited in 
its circulation in the early evening, 
but by 9 o'clock it had brought a 
crowd of persons to fhe White Star 
Line offices. Women were in tears, 
and men were frantic after their plea 
for assuring news was met with the 
frank admission that very little was 
known of the fate of passengers who 
were not in the first or second cabin. 

By midnight Bowling Green, in front 
of the White Star Line offices, was 
the parking place of many automobiles 
of prominent residents of the city 
awaiting first-hand information. 
Wealth and society rubbed elbows 
with poverty in the crowd that be- 
sieged the steamship line officials, and 
both classes were in deep grief. 

Women in Hysterics. 

There were many instances of hand- 
somely gowned women going into hys- 
terics when the hopeful reports of the 
afternoon were blasted with the news 
that probably only 675 persons had 
been saved.

London, April 15.—The Titanic was 
insured at Lloyds for $6,000,000,

DISASTER IS SAID TO BE GREATEST 
IN MARINE HISTORY OF WORLD 


Accepting the early «j%#mates of the fatality list as accurate, 
the disaster is the greatest | Wthe marine history of the world. 
Nearest approaching it in magnitude were the disasters to the 
steamship Atlantic in 1873, when 574 lives were lost and La 
Bourgogne in 1898, with a fatality list of 571. 

Should it prove that other liners, notably the Allan liners Pari- 
sian and Virginian; known to have been in the vicinity of the 
Titanic early yesterday, had picked up other of her passengers, the 
extent of the calamity would be greatly reduced. This hope still 


remains. 


|'NEWS OF THE DISASTER SHOCKING 
OWING TO EARLY HOPEFUL REPORTS 
News of the sinking of the liner and the terrible loss of life in 
consequence came early this evening with all the greater shock 
because hope had been buoyed up all day by reports that the steam- 
ship, although badly damaged, was not in a sinking condition and 
that all her passengers had been safely taken off. The messages 
were mostly unofficial, however, and none came direct from the 
‘liner, so a lurking fear remained of possible bad news to come. 
| Shortly after 7 o'clock tonight there came -flashing over the 
‘wires from Cape Race,  vithin 400 miles of which the liner had 
struck the iceberg, word that at 2:20 o'clock Monday morning, 
three hours and fifty-five minutes after receiving her death blow, 
the Titanic had sunk.

The South and the Candidate. 
(From Harpers’ Weekly.) 

More and more regret is being heard 
that Chairman Underwood should hail 
from so far south and thus seem in- 
eligible. Had he come from the north 
it is believed he would have been irre- 
sistible.— Washington Letter to The 
Springfield Republican. 


On the contrary, it is a matter of 
Sratulation, not of regret, that the 
foremost statesman in the house of 
representatives hails from the south. It 
is even more satisfying that not only 
he but other men of southern birth are 
reckoned available candidates for the 
presidency. The thought of opposing a 
southern man because of his environ- 
ment would never cross the mind of 
our enlightened Springfield contem- 
porary. And yet we may not question 
the accuracy of the statement of its 
representative in Washington. 

Such expressions as he quotes are 
heard in the federal capital, frequently 
in the south, rarely in the north, never 
practically in the west. They have no 
basis In fact as applied to avallablility. 
They are uttered carelessly from force 
The truth, as we declared 
last week, is that southern birth would 


be a source of strength, not of weak- 


If evidence be re- 
quired, witness the universal approba- 
tion of the apointment of a confederate 
veteran as chief justice of the supreme 
court, 

The sectional bogy is dead as a door- 
nail and has been for years. How then 
does it happen that some still take 
for granted that it still lives or at 
least has not yet been buried. The 
Atlanta Constitution strikes the core 
of the situation when it says: 

A Humillating Paradox. 


The most humiliating paradox in 
American politics today is the shrink- 
ing attitude of some of our own peo- 
ple toward the presidential] possibili- 
ties Of southern men. 

The civil war, the memories of which 
furnished the nursery for this indefen- 
Sible sectional abasement, is fifty years 
at our back. Ninety per cent of the 
American voters who elect a president 
remember this war and its dividing 
rancor only as _ history. With out- 
stretched hands, having given every 
proof of viewing Mason and Dixon's 
line as nO More a political barrier than 
the Mississippi or the Rockies, the 
dominant generation at the north in- 
vites the south, its public men, by right 
of citizenship, and by right of demon- 
strated ability, into full fellowship in 
the nation’s counsels. 

What has been the answer of the 
south—at least, the answer that may 
be interpreted by the silence or the 
diffidence of hundreds of thousands of 
representative southerners? 

Obsessed by the ghosts of halfa cen- 
tury ago, guilty of an embarrassment 
and a self-consciousness that is noth- 
ing short of arrant sectional cowardice, 
there is a feeling among many south- 
ernors that the wraiths of the sixties 
still stand between the south and the

Hours.

FOR AMERICAN CITIZENS 

Washington, April 15.—-In response 
to @n appeal] from the American consul 
at Guadalajara, Mexico, President Taft 
has authorized the exportation of 150 
rifles and 650,000 rounds of ammuni- 
tion for arming the citizens of the 
United States in that district, 

This is the second step bv this gov- 
ernment to permit Americans in Mexi- 
co to receive munitions of war for 
self protection, Americans in Mexico 
City already having been similarly 
armed.

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Wilson Took Keystone State 
tor That Reason, 


Republicans and Democrats 
Explain That Voters, in Love 
With Protection, Picked Wil- 
son as Less Likely to Dis- 
turb It. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, April 15.— (Special. )— 
Pennsylvania went for Woodrow Wil- 
son in the democratic presidential pri- 
mary because the voters of that state, 
with whom high protection for its iron 
and Steel industries is almost a re- 
ligion, wanted to indorse a candidate 
in the farthest degree possible re- 
moved from tariff revision. They found 
such a man in Wilson. They couldn't 
have found him in Underwood. Wilson 
carried the state, as the genaine tariff 
revisionists Knew all along fe would 
do. That explanation was put forwara 
here today by a prominent protection- 
ist. It ig ratified by every democrat 
who has given the least study to the 
situation in the Kewsstone State. 

lron and steel are the leading indus- 
tries of Pennsylvania. Sentiment in 
the commonwealth is as sharp an an- 
tithesis to tariff revision, especially as 
to iron and steel, as it is possible to 
imagine. So rock-ribbed is the protec- 
tionist creed that evan the democrats 
are tarred with the same stick. The 
issue with the Pennsylvanians is hardly 
democratic or republican. It is the 
non-partisan issue of protection, and 
48 much as they can get. So pro- 
nounced is the tendency that the few 
strong democrats who have broken 
into congress from the state have been 
protectionists by force of political ne- 
cessities, as some of the congressmen 
from Louisiana are protectionists on 
sugar. 

Wilson Not Tariff Candidate. 

Now while Dr. Wilson has admitted 
that the tariff and its revision ig to 
compromise the “central issue’ in the 
Campaign, the public mind in Pennsy]- 
vania, as elsewhere, identifies him not 
With tariff revision, but with the nu- 
merous governmental innovations he 
has stressed from one end of the coun- 
to the other. So persistently has 
he given precedence to these “ism” doc- 
trines that voters everywhere have be- 
come convinced that with him they take 
right-of-way of the tariff or any other 
issue. They believed in Pennsylvania 
that tariff revision would be an ex- 
tremely secondary consideration with 
the former Princeton president, were 
he nominated and elected. 

Champ Clark, Judson Harmon and 
Oscar Underwood all embody the 
revision idea in the uppermost de- 
gree. *The Pennsylvania democrats 
believe the election _ foe 

three would insure aé_e§$slash- 
of the schedule on tron.and steel, 
Underwood hag already slashed it, 
even though the chief industry of his 
home section. They cast about for a 
candidate with whom their sacred pro- 
tection gospel would be safest. They 
found him in Wilson. The result 
speaks for itself. 

Couldn't Carry State. 

All of which means that while 
Woodrow Wilson could carry the state 
in a presidential primary, he could not 
carry it in a presidential election 
against any republican. 

For the republican party is the party 
of high protection, and the Pennsylvania 
voters could no more be persuaded it 
would forsake protection, at least of 
some measure, than that the Turks 
would abandon Mahommedanism. So, 
whoever the republicans put up, they 
will sweep the state. If the demo- 
crats put up Wilson—and his own 
managers Know now the jig is up—he 
would lose the state by one of the big- 
gest republican majorities ever 
rolled up. 

Roosevejt Strengthens Argument. 

The fact that former President Roose- 
velt. also swept Pennsylvania, further 
strengthens the point raised by both 
republicans and democrats. ~-Whatever 
his shiftings, President Taft stands, 
nominally, at least, for that tariff 
revision which the Pennsylvania folk, 
regardless of party, dread as they do 
the plague. 

Rut the colonel. during his entire 
seven years of phenomenal power and 
pgpularity, never got within speaking 
distance of the tariff. He also, like 
Wilson, is more conspicuously identi- 
fied with radical and new-fangled inno- 
vations. Hence, the _ protectionists 
flocked to his standard as to that. of 
the tariff-weak Wilson. 

As between Roosevelt and Wilson. 
the former wil] carry the state two to 
one, for at least his party is committed 
to protection. Wilson's chances are 
written ‘n a row of ciphers as long as 
the vote itself. ;
